Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Giguere '31 3 (Giguere) in view of Higgins. Figure 9 of Giguere discloses a short flow 
grain milling process, the 'short' process being compared to the 'long' process of figure 
5. The apparatus used within this process is not mobile thus restricting it's effective 
use. Higgins solves this problem by disclosing a similar process including the use of 
mobile apparatus; see figure 3. In order to more efficiently use the apparatus within the 
process, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify Giguere by making the apparatus mobile, taught to be desirable by 
Higgins. The exact form of the mobility e.g. train, etc. would have been an obvious 
design choice only once the concept of mobility was known as in Higgins. For claim 6, 
the omission of elements e.g. second sifter, and their intended use does not result in 
patentable subject matter; in re Wright 145 USPQ 182.
